If we obferve due Pro- 
portion in Reafoning, fuch a State in fuch Diftrefs 
could only be upheld by Pillars of Gold made at the 
Expence of the prefent and future Ages, by break- 
ing down the Barriers of public and private Property, 
and annihilating ali Faich, Law, Order, that out of 
their Ruins, like the Phenix, new Faith, new 
Law, new Order, might arife ! Yet, under the 
moft aggravated Calumities that could be imagined, 
did our Anceffors extricate themfelves, and rebuild 
their City in a much more elegant and coftly man- 
ner than it was before; and that too, without adding 
one Million to the hundred that now conftitute the 
National Debt. 

But the Mode of Subfidy, a vaft unneceffary 
Land Force, numerous Placemen and p****** 
Penfioners, were Things unknown in thofe Days. 
The Art of Bribery is the Invention of much later 
Wit, and the Abyfs of Corruption is but a recent 
Difcovery. 

But, agreeable to my firft Intention, I fhall 
fpeak to the immediate Caufes and Effcéts of the 
great Fire, as it may without Exception be diftin- 
guifhed ; in order to it’s better Commemoration. 

For this Purpofe I fhall felect a few Extracts 
from the authentic Colleétions of thofe Times, 
which, as they give us a perfect Defcription of the 
Calamity, will fufficiently enable us to form a true 
Judgement upon it. 

The Gazette, dated Monday, Sept. 10, 1666, 
publifhed by Authority, gives the following Account 
of it. 

s¢ On the 2d Inftant, at One o’Clock in the 
Morning, there happened to break out a fad and 
deplorable Fire in Pudding-lane, near New Fifb- 
frreet ; which falling out at that Hour of the Night, 
and in a Quarter of the Town fo clofe built with 
Wooden Pitched Houfes, fpread itfelf fo tar before 
Day, and with fuch Diftraétion to the Inhabitants 
and Neighbours, that Care was not taken for the 
timely preventing the farther Diffufion of it, by 
pulling down Houfes, as ought to have been ; to 
this lamentable Fire, in a fhort Time, became too 
big to be maftered by any Engines, or Working 
near it. It fell out moft unhappily too, thar a 
violent Earfterly Wind fomented it, and kept it 
burning all that Day, and the Night following, 
fpreading itfelf up to Gracechyrch-fircet, and down- 
wards trom Cannon _flrect to the Water Side as far 
as the Three Cranes in the Vintry. 

¢¢ The People in all Parts about it, diftracted by 
the Valtnels of it, and their particular Care to cary 
away their Goods, many Attempts were made to 
prevent the fpreading of it, by pulling down Houfes, 
and making great Intervals, but all in vain, the Fire 
feizing upon the Timber and Rubbifh, and fo con- 
tinuing itfelf, even through thofe Spaces, and raging 
in a bright Flame all Mlonday and Tuefday, not- 
withftanding his, Majefty’s own, and his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of Y2ré’s indefatigable and per- 
fonable Pains to apply all poflible Remedies to pre- 
vent it, calling upon and helping the People with 
their Guards; and a great Number of Nobility and 
Gentry unweariedly aflifted therein, for which they 
were requited with a Thoufand BleMings from the 
poor diftrefled People. 

«< By the Favour of God the Wind flackned a lit- 
tlt on Tuef/day Night, and the Flames meeting with 
Brick Buildings at the Temple, by little and litre 
it was obferved to lofe it’s Force on that Side; fo 
that on /Vednefday Morning we began to hope well, 
and his Royal Hizhnefs never de{pairing or flacken- 
ing hjs perfonal Care, wrought fo well that Day, 
aflifted in fome Parts by the Lords of the Council, 
before and hehind it, thag a -Stop was put to it at 
the Tempje-Church, neat Holbourn-Bridge, Pye- 
Corner, Alder/gate, Cripplegate, near the lower 





End of Coleman-preet, at the End of Bafing- Hall. | 
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ftreet, by the Poflern, at the upper End of Bifhap/- 
gate and Leaden-Hall-fireet, at the Standard in 
Cornhill, at the Church in Fen-Church-ftreet, near 
Clothworkers- Hall in Mincing lane, at the Middle 
of Mark-lane, and at the Tower- Dock. 

** On Thurfday, by the Bleffing of God, it was 
wholly beat down and extinguithed; but fo as that 
Evening it unhappily burft out again afrefh at the 
Temple, by the falling of fome Sparks, (as is fup- 
poted) upon a Pile of Wooden Buildings; but his 
Royal Highnefs, who watched there that whole 
Night in Perfon, by the great Labours and. Dili- 
gence ufed, and efpecially by applying Powder td 
blow up the Houfes about it, before Day moft 
happily maftered it, 

** Divers Strangers, Dutch and French, were, 
during the Fire, apprehended, upon Sufpicion that 
they contributed mitchievioufly to it, who are all 
imprifoncd, and Jnformations prepared to makea 
fevere Inquifition thereupon, by my Lord Chief 
Keeling, atlifted by fome of the Lords of the Privy 
Council, and fome principal Members of the City ; 
notwith{tanding which Sufpicions, the Manner of 
the Burning all along ina Train, and fo blown for- 
wards in all it’s Way by ftrong Winds, makes us 
conclude, the whole was an Effeét of an unhappy 
Chance ; or to {peak better, the heavy hand of God 
upon us for our’Sins, fhewing us the Terror of his 
Judgment in thus raifing the Fire, and immediately 
aftcr his miraculous and never enough to be ac- 
knowleged Mercy in putting a Stop to it, when we 
were in the laft Defpair, and that all attempts for 
the quenching it, however induftrioufly purfued, 
feemed infufficient. His Majefty then fat hourly in 
Council, and ever fince hath continued making 
Rounds about the City in all Parts of it where the 
Danger and Milchief was greateft.” 


On the Monument, ereéted to perpetuate the 
Memory of this difattrous Event, and which is ef- 
teemed the fineft Pillar in the whole World, there 
aie Inicriptions defcriptive of it’s Oecafion; but 
round the Bafe of the Pedeftal, there is the follow- 
ing unfortunate Sentence : 

‘© ‘This Pillar was fet up in perpetual Remem- 
brance of the moft dreadful Burning of this antient 
City 5; begun and carried on by the Treachery and 
Malice of the Popifh Faction, in the Beginning of 
September, in the Year of our Lord 1666, in order 
for the carrying on their horrid Plot for their extir- 
pating the Proteftant Religion and old Engl Li- 
berty, and introducing Popery and Slavery.” 

l call this an wnfortunate Sentence, becaufe I am 
much afraid it rather perpetuates the Malignity of 
Sufpicion in our Protettant Fathers, than any 
Iniquity of Defign in the Papifts. Or, perhaps, 
as their Roman Brethren had formerly been Plotters, 
they only meant to keep Miftruft awake, in order 
to watch againft and to difcourage future Plots. Be 
this as it will, there is certainly no rational Founda- 
tion to build fuch a foul Imputation as it flatly af- 
ferted upon them in this mi/aking Inieription, foften- 
ing Mr. Pope’s juft Severity when he calls it a ying 
one. 

The more we look into the Circumftances of 
this fortuitous Accident, the more we {hall be con- 
vinced it was one. The following Chain of Caufes 
(collected from the moft genuine Accounts) efficiently 
evince the Truth; nor need we examine, the Opi+ 
nion of the moft reputable Hiitorians, who gene- 
rally allow, Malice had no Share in the matter ; at 
the fame time that we juft obferve two dignity’d 
Proteftant Divines, Bp Kennet and Archd. Eachard, 
are of the Number. 

1. The Fire began at profound Midnight. 

2. It happened on Saturday Night, when Mer- 
chants and Tradefmen were at. their Villas, and 
their Townhoules lft in the Care of Servants, to 
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fome of whofe Carelefsnefs the Beginning of the 
Fire might be attributed. 

3. It was in Long Vacation, when Dealers are 
either fuppofed to attend Fairs, or tranfacting other 
Country Bufinefs. 

4. The Clofenefs of the Buildings where it began 
not admitting the fufficient Ufe of Water Engines. 

5- The Houfes weie old and built of Timber, 
which the preceding remarkably dry Summer, the 
Drought ftill continuing, rendered more fufceptible 
of Fire. 

6. The Contents of the Warchoufes and others, 
were chiefly Oi!, Pitch, Tar, Cordage, Hemp, Flax, 
Rofin, Wax, Butter, Cheefe, Wine, Brandy, Sugar, 
&c. ¢ 

7. A ftrong eafterly Wind the whole Time. — 

8. The unhappy Want of Water, proceeding 
from a Diforder in the Waterworks at London-bridge, 
which before they could be rectify’d were alfo burnt, 
by which means the Water-pipes were bereit of 
Supply, and confequently the Water Engines. 

g. Laftly, the general Negligence ficft and then 
the general Confternation of the People, who, in- 
ftead of vigoroufly oppofing the Flames, flew from 
them with whatGoods they could fave, feeking Shelter 
in the open Fields; as the-Immentity of the Fire 
deprived them of every Hope of extinguithing it. 

If thefe Caufes are not fatisfactory and accountable 
of the aftonifhing Effects they produced, I can cfs 
none that are. But, I muit juft remark to thole 
who will perfift in afcribing this Fire to the Malice 
of Parties, whether Popifh or Fanatic, that they 
muft make the King himflf either an Incendiary 
or fomething almoft as bad, fince, by acquitting, 
he fhelters both. This being the largeft-tized Ab- 
furdity is the next and laft they have to {wallow. 

’Tis very certain, a poor mad Fellow, one Hu- 
bert, a French Hugonst, made a delirious Confeffion 
which ended in his immediate Execution, And, 
tis alfo no lefs certain, That the Depofition of a lit- 
tle Boy (under 10 Years of Age) was drawn up, 
fetting forth, that he, his Father and Uncle fet Fire 
to the Man’s Houfe in Pudding lane, &c. But 
this infant Evidence came to nothing: Nor fhould 
I have mentioned it, but to fhew the ridiculous 
Frenzy of Party, which will fometimes truft the 
weakelt Reed where firmer Supports are wanting. 

Upon the whole it is moft reafonable to conclude, 
That the Fire of London was the Work of no Party 
at all: That it’s Beginning, like that of many others 
occurring to frequent Experience, cafually efcaped 
human Knowlege ; and that it’s Effect fhould there- 
fore efcape the fame Cenfure. In our coming Com- 
memoration, let us remember, that however many 
have been the former Pie Fraudes of the fanguine 
Catholics, and however the Diflenters may have 
once teen ftigmatifed, they both have io the prefent 
cafe rather a Right to our Commiferation than Re- 
proach: And let us alfo, with Mr. Dryden, like 
Men and Chriftians agree, that 

To live uprightly then is fure the bef, 
To fave ourjelves, and not to daina the ref).
